'Stilt' Homes 


Are Going Up 


In Belvedere

Houses on “ stilts” arc being 
constructed over bay water in 
Belvedere as a result of city 
council change in personnel and 
opinion over the past four years. 
Houses on pilings over the 
water were the subject of an 
almost two-year-long hassle in 
1959-60. when residents above 
what now is West Shore Road 
stormed city council and plan­ 
ning commission meetings to 
protest. 
In July of this year, the last 
of a four-phase development by 
West Shore I^and Co., including 
houses on pilings, was approved 
by different city councilmen. 
The subdivision map shows 
eight lots of the shoreline de­ 
velopment as being one-half to 
three-quarters over water. An­ 
other 10 lots at the most south­ 
erly end of the road are almost 
entirely over-water lots, having 
a 10 to 20 foot strip of ground 
on one side off the new West 
Shore Road, wh i c h is con­ 
structed on fill. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
has issued four public notices 
recently asking if there are any 
objections to construction over 
the water. Engineers will con­ 
sider only objections relating to 
possible impairment of naviga­ 
tion, which must be filed in 
triplicate within 30 days at the 
corps of engineers office., 100 
McAllister Street, San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Engineers’ notices show that 
David Allen and Russell Rice 
are requesting permission in one 
instance to construct a deck 
over the water offshore of the 
road, in another instance to 
build a portion of a house and 
a deck. 
Marion Robinson is asking 
engineer permission to construct 
a portion of a house and a deck

Marinite Speaks Out On Work 
Done By Schweitzer In Africa

“ I think it is time for me to 
speak out about the work being 
done by Dr. Albert Schweitzer in 
his jungle clinic in Lambarene, 
Africa, especially since the pub­ 
lic has heard sharp criticism of 
the hospital from a writer who 
was there on a two-day visit.” 
Those are the words of Dr. 
John F. Catchpool, of San Ra­ 
fael who will discuss his experi­ 
ence working with Dr. Schweit­ 
zer at the famed hospital at 
9:45 p.m. Monday and Dec. 14 
on “ Doctors’ News Conference” 
on television s t a t i o n KTVU 
(Channel 2). 
“ I believe I am much more 
qualified to speak on the work 
at the clinic than anyone who 
has spent only several d a y s , 
weeks or months visiting t h e 
hospital," Dr. Catchpool said. 
A graduate of London Univer­ 
sity’s medical school in 1954, 
Catchpool served his internship 


and residence in England be­ 
fore b e i n g invited b y Dr. 
Schweitzer to join t h e jungle 
clinic’s small staff at Lamb­ 
arene, Gabon, in 1956. 
“ I saw more medicine being 
practiced there in four years i 
than most doctors do in their | 
lifetimes,” the 39-year-old physi­ 
cian said. “ A specialist m ay 
treat six cases of tetanus dur­ 
ing his entire career. I saw that 
many cases of the disease in 
one year at Lambarene. 
"Nearly every African suffers 
from a base load of eight dis­ 
eases. All of the children have 
yaws and everyone suffers from 
malaria from time to time. The 


natives are anemic from the 
parasites in their bodies and 
most suffer f r o m gonorrhea 
and syphilis. 
“ There were three other doc­ 
tors at the clinic when I was 
there. About 500 patients were 
receiving active treatment, in 
addition to the 200 who were 
bedridden and 200 in the leper 
village. 
“ Often a patient’s entire fam­ 
ily would make the long trip to 
the clinic from the village. If 
we admitted the patient to a 
bed, he was usually under it and 
the family in it. 
“ With the family came t h e

SEW SIMPLE 
Jewel Neckline Will Not Fit? 
Try Using A Padded Tubing 


Hy E U N IC E F A R M E R 


I havp just finished a suit thaf 
looked like it had the usual jewel 
neckline. Much to my disappoint­ 
ment, the neck of the suit is too 
large and my neck just won't 
take it. How ran J fill this in 
without having it looked patched 
or botched?

Dear Mrs. C. N,: 
One of the newest 
looks in 
necklines is the 
thick 
padded 
tubing which should work out 
perfectly in a c a se such as this. 


This padding can Ik* purchased 
at most notion counters where 
sewing supplies are sold and 
usually is about as thick as a 
light weight garden hose. It is 
very soft and loosely held to­ 
gether with cotton thread. 


Make a bias tubing for it such 
as you 
make with spaghetti 
straps. If you must piece the 
bias strips, press the* seam open 
and baste the open seam down 
firmly to the fabric. This will 
prevent the seam from doubling 
over when you are turning the 
tubing. The basting can be re­ 
moved after tubing has been 
completed. 


After the tubing is finished, 
whip one edge to the finished 
edge of your suit. You can use 
a knot at the ends, a single loop, 
or just finish the end by slip- 
stitching the fabric over the cot­ 
ton tubing. 


This type of trun also is used 
successfully on cuffs of suits, 


on oriental type hostess gowns 
where it is used around the col­ 
lar, down the Iront and around 
the hem, as well as the sleeves. 
Try it. It’s fun and so very 
new and different!

The Cditcr ¿ Votebcck

But How To Turn It Off? 


THE CHRISTMAS COCKTAIL party 
season is upon us. 
Christmas cocktail parties have a 
special festiveness about them.

ONE FRIEND PLANNING a cock 
tail party this holiday season has con­ 
ducted a kind of private survey among 
his acquaintances to determine what 
schemes people have for ending such 
affairs at a reasonable hour. 
Here are some of the stratagems he 
has uncovered: 


1. Hire a professional bartender 
who brings his own portable bar. Pay 
him to close it up and leave at an 
agreed hour.

Are Canadians Just Hockey-Playing Yanks?

Are Canadians o n l y "Ameri­ 
cans who play hockey?” 


No, no, 19 million times no! 


They are Canadians, and proud 


of it — most of them. 


There arc some, in Quebec 


Province, who would like to 


secede. Not to become Ameri­ 
cans, mes amis, but to set up 
a se p a r a te French-speaking 
s ta te . Q u eb ec, w h ich has 
nearly one-third of Canada’s 
population, has at least one 
member of Parliament w h o 
will not s t a n d during "God 
Save the Queen.” and one who 
walked out of the H o u s e of 
Commons w h e n a message 
from Q u e e n Elizabeth was 
being read. But take it from 


the Quebec premier, Jean Le- 
sage, the separatists are "a 
small gang of extremists of 
no importance whatsoever.” 


The C an ad ian confederation, 
now of 10 provinces, has held to­ 
gether for 97 years, and is try­ 
ing for 100. There is every likeli­ 
hood that it will make it. There 
will probably be a national elec­ 
tion next spring, and there may 
be constitutional changes toward 
more powers for the provinces 
in economic development, social 
welfare and education. But Pre­ 
mier Lesage sees no split ahead; 
rather, a trend toward "coopera­ 
tive federalism." 


The United States and Can­ 
ada s h a r e w h a t has been 
called the longest undefended 
b o r d e r in the world. They 
share it, for the most part, in

remarkable amity. Ninety per 
cent of Canada’s people, and 
all of her g r e a t cities, are 
within 200 miles of the border, 
and traffic across the border 
— in both directions — is easy 
and frequent. 


The two nations are f i r m l y 
allied in matters of defense, and 
see as one on such peaceful mat­ 
ters as joint water and power 
development of the vast Colum­ 
bia River basin. Sixty per cent 
of all Canadian exports go to 
the United States, and 66 per 
cent of her imports are from 
her neighbor to the south. 


One import from America 
that worries some Canadians 
is the heavy infusion of Amer­ 
ican reading material, films, 
television programs, automo­ 
biles and even cake mixes and 
soap powder. Another is the 
import of American capital, 
w h i c h is rising. At present, 
non-residents, mo s t l y Ameri­ 
cans, control 70 per cent of 
Canadian petroleum and nat­ 
ural gas, 59 per cent of the 
mining and 
smelting 
indus­ 
tries, and 60 per cent of man­ 
ufacturing. 
This raises some 
very real fears in Canada, and 
some sardonic humor. 


At the moment, however, the 
Canadian economy is booming. 
Unemployment is at the lowest 
level since 1956, federal revenue 
is up and there is talk of pos­ 
sible tax cuts. Export trade rose 
23.2 per cent in the first nine 
months of this year. 


So what else vexes Canadi­ 


ans? Right now there is a llve- 


ly intramural battle over a 
new Canadian flag. Shall the 
British merchant marine red 
ensign, long used as the Cana­ 
dian national emblem, be re­ 
placed by the maple leaf flag? 
For a time it seemed govern­ 
ments might fall on this ques­ 
tion. The controversy is still 
unsettled, but Canadians en­ 
joy a good brawl, on the rink 
or in parliament. 


And Americans enjoy watch­ 
ing. 
After all, Americans are 
only Canadians who play base­ 
ball. 


Now c o m e s the state su­ 


preme court, and rules that a 


chartered rity or county can 
a d o p t anti - gambling ordi­ 
nances 
to supplement state 
general laws on the subject. 


As a result, the police of Long 
Beach are upheld in their con 
tent ion that 
a city ordinance 
prohibits the pursuit of pan- 
guingue in that city. One might 
have to cross a city boundary, 
then, should one want to in­ 
dulge in this form of gaming. 


Some years ago, when Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown was attorney 
general of the state, the city of 
Jackson, Amador County, was 
running virtually a "wide-open" 
gambling town 
The p e o p l e 
wanted gambling, it drew a lot 
of business, but the governor, 
then attorney general, "cracked 
down" on Jackson, and the town 
hasn’t been the sam e since. 


Regardless of how individu­ 
als feel about the morality of 
gambling, the public is en­ 
titled to some uniformity in 
the laws prohibiting or per­ 
mitting this activity. 


Although the State Supreme 
( ourt has decided in favor of 
local option, and probably right­ 
ly so as the laws are written, 
this would not prohibit a state­ 
wide study by the legislature 
to determine the exact status of 
gambling in this modern era 
and adjust the state’s laws so 
the public would know what to 
expect in various areas. 
It appears slightly ridiculous 
that people can play panguingue 
in Sacramento, which is a chart­ 
ered city, and can’t play the 
game in Long Beach, also a 
chartered city. 


It Is also somewhat ridicu- 
lous to allow certain forms of 
draw 
poker 
to 
be 
played. I 
which in reality are not draw 
poker at all, but merely varia­ 
tions of the game that was 
played 
when 
the 
law 
was 
passed 
tactily permitting it 
through failure to describe it 
as a gambling game. 


The reasoning which permits 
gambling at a race-track and 
not in a pool hall actually de­ 
prives many persons who might 
wish to, from gambling. 


If the state legislature is 
going to legislate morality, it 
should be consistent enough 
to remove the source of the 
"evil,” and give all citizens 
equal chances, one way or the 
other. 


Many communities would pre­ 
fer local option as far as liquor 
sales are concerned, and many 
would like to and do legislate 
on gambling. Meanwhile, confu­ 
sion is the watch-word.

People Of Montana Learn 
To Live With Minutemen

GREAT FALLS. Mont. «JPD - 
The children at the rural Ben­ 
ton Lake School 20 miles north 
of here swing, slide and play 
tag within shouting distance of 
an intercontinental m issile with 
a nuclear w arhead packing the 
equivalent of one million tons 
of TNT. 


They don’t sec it. but they 
know it’s there. About a year 
ago they watched a 65-foot min- 
uieman m issile being lowered 
into a deep hole in the ground 
barely 
200 yards 
from 
their 
school. 


Daily thousands of motorists 
on main highways and coun­ 
try roads in central Montana 
drive 
within 
easy 
view 
of 
many of the 150 Minuteman 
launching “ siles” in the na­ 
tion’s 
first 
complex 
of the 
solid-fuel “ instant ICBM.” 


Farmers plow, tend and har­ 
vest their grain fields, ranchers 
graze cattle and sheep around 
the launch sites, seemingly un- 


concerned about the awful force 
that would leap out of those 
holes in the event of war. 
On the surface, there’s little 
in the appearance of a minute- 
man site to arouse concern or 
even much notice. Except for 
typically m i l i t a r y signposts 
warning of a “ restricted area” 
and the tell-tale electronic sen­ 
tries, there is nothing at casual 
glance to distinguish a missile 
site from any other fenced com­ 
pound. 


Inside the wire fence, a con­ 
crete slab covers the actual 
site. Part of the slab is a door 
that blasts off the silo mo­ 
ments before the Minuteman 
is launched. Surrounding the 
door are four electronic sen­ 
tries—electric eyes—-on black 
standards. These set off an 
alarm if anyone enters the 
compound and send security 
personnel rushing to the sites. 


No guards or other personnel 
are stationed at the silos. Each / 
flight of 10 m issiles is controlled 
from a single "launch control 


center” which consists of an un­ 
obtrusive frame building on the 
surface and the actual launch 
center 80 feet underground. 
From the first announcement 
that Montana was to get a Min­ 
uteman complex, the Air Force 
has made no effort to keep the 
sites a secret. Newspapers even 
printed maps of the complex. 
For one thing, the Air Force 
feels secrecy is not necessary 
and it wouldn’t be practical. 


Because the Minutemen are 
so widely dispersed and in 
"hardened“—or underground 
—sites, it would take a pin­ 
point hit by an enemy m issile 
to knock out one Minuteman. 
Nobody expects an enemy to 
expend 150 ICBM’s to knock 
out 150 of ours when other 
targets would be more impor­ 
tant. 


Also, 
since 
the 
Minutemen 
must be removed occasionally 
for maintenance, they must he 
readily accessible by reasonably 
good roads traversable by huge 
missile transporter trucks.

Pope's Trip Seen As Success 


When Pope Paul VI announced he would attend 
the 37th International Eucharistic Congress meeting 
in Bombay this week one of the largest security opera­ 
tions in modern history was undertaken. 
Bombay is a city of 4.5 million, populated mostly 
by Hindus, Moslems and other non-Christians. Only a 
relatively few' Roman Catholics live there. 
Some militant groups had threatened to 
stage demonstrations so more than 15,000 police 
were on hand to protect the pope. 
But there were no demonstrations. There was 
nothing but adulation for this 67-year-old man who 
called himself “an apostle on the move.” 
The surging throng of 200,000 which turned out 
to greet Paul at Bombay Airport exceeded all expec­ 
tations. And wherever the pope wont he received 
affectionate receptions. 
The only possible harm that could have come 
to the pope would have been from well-wishers 
desiring to get near him or from the superstitious 
who believe luck would befall them if they 
touched a “holy man.” 
At the end of his three-day unprecedented visit, 
the pope obviously tired. But he was cheered by the 


I success of his mission and the encouragement it of 
fered him to remain “an apostle on the move.”

LES OUADHIAS, Algeria 
The Methodist Church and the 
Soviet Communist p a r t y are 
waging a quiet battle for souls 
in t h i s little upland village in 
central Algeria. 
The Russians have arrived in 
numbers, assisted by g r o u p s 
from satellite countries. Matched 
against them are the Rev. John 


Paolini, f r o m Cranbury, N.J., 
and his wife, Marilyn. He has 
been a Methodist minister for 
10 years, four of them in Algeria 
and the past 14 months in this 
village. 
The Russians h a v e started 
building a village for Algerians 
not f a r f r o m here.

Jesus' Warning Comes To 
Life !n Bloodied Congo

Jesus commanded his disciples 
to “ go into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every liv­ 
ing creature.” 
He warned that their mission 
would not always be well re­ 
ceived—that they could expect 
to encounter hostility and re­ 
jection, just as He did. 
“ The servant is not greater 
than his m aster,” He said. “ As 
they persecuted Me. so they will 
persecute you.” 
That warning may sound a 
trifle far-fetehed to the average 
church member. The only hard­ 
ship to which most American 
Christians are subjected is get­ 
ting up a bit early on Sunday 
morning. 
But Jesus’ words have not be­ 
come obsolete. Last week, in 
the Congo, they came true for 
an American Christian named 
Joseph W. Tucker. 
Joe Tucker was a country boy 
who took his rcl “on seriously. 
He was born 43 years ago in 
the tiny Ozarks farming com­ 
munity of Lam ar, Ark. In 1938. 
he was ordained a minister of 
the Assembles of God. The fol­ 
lowing year, he volunteered for 
missionary 
service, 
and 
was 
assigned to the Congo. 
Shortly after his arrival in 
Africa, he met a girl from Port­ 
land, Ore.. Angeline Mae Pierce, 
who also had gone to the Congo 
as a missionary. 
They were 
m arried in 1941. 
Rev. Tucker developed great 
proficiency in the native lan­ 
guages. and translated many 
books into Swahili. In time, lie 
became superintendent of all 
Assemblies of God missions in 
the Congo. 
This summer, when new out­ 
breaks of rebel violence began 


to occur in the interior of the 
Congo, the Tuckers were in 
America on furlough. Some of 
their friends tried to persuade 
them not to go back until things 
settled down. But Joe Tucker 
said that he could not let his 
African friends think. that he 
was afraid to live among them. 
So, 
three 
months 
ago, 
the 
Tuckers returned to their post 
in the village of Paulis, 225 
miles north of Stanleyville. 
Within a few weeks of their 
return, the village was captured 
by rebels, and the Tuckers were 
seized, along with other Protes­ 
tant and Catholic missionaries, 
to be held as hostages. 
Last week, on the day before 
Thanksgiving, as rescue forces 
neared the village, the Rev. Mr. 
Tucker was dragged from the 
house in which he had been held 
under arrest, and was beaten to 
death. 
According to refugees who wit­ 
nessed his execution, it was not 
a quick and merciful death. The 
beating took 45 minutes, one 
blow at a time, with each blow 
falling after his groaning from 
the previous blow had ended. 
Mrs. Tucker and the children 
were rescued and taken to Leo­ 
poldville. They are being flown 
home to America this weekend. 
Reporters who talked to Mrs. 
Tucker at Leopoldville airport 
were impressed with her lack of 
bitterness. Her only comment 
was: 
“ I 
understand 
why 
these 
things happen.” 
In that simple, compassionate 
sentence you can hear quite 
clearly 
the 
echo of 
another 
voice, speaking from a cross: 
“ Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what thev do.”

j fare six m o n t h s ago but has 
slowed down. Young Russians, 
Yugoslavs, C zech s, Bulgarians 
and Algerians are living in tents 
near a w o o d e n headquarters 
which displays pictures of Alexei 
N. Kosygin, new premier of the 
Soviet Union, and Todor Zhiv­ 
kov. premier of Bulgaria. 
Young men come from the So­ 
viet Union and satellites to work 
two to four months constructing 
the village. The aim is to build 
a model farm village with tile 
and brick apartment houses in­ 
stead of the rock houses usual 
in this part of the country. They 
are r u n n i n g a small school, 
teaching F r e n c h to Algerian 
teen-agers who didn’t write any 
language at all. 
Signs in the headquarters urge 
everybody to work for Commu­ 
nism and a g a i n s t corruption, 
capitalism and dishonesty. One 
of Algerian President A h m e d 
Ben Bella’s slogan urges Alge­ 
rians to be ready to die for the 
country. 
Paolini has his home a short 
distance away, in the village. 
Russians have called on him and 
he has visited the Soviet camp 
but they don’t see much of one 
another. He runs a library where 
he teaches French and English 
to Algerians. His wife teaches a 
kindergarten and primary class. 
In a little church he preaches in 
F r e n c h and a translator con- 
■ verts it into Kabylie since this 
is Kabylie c o u n t r y — an old 
j center of resistance against the 
French. 
“ I tell them stories from the 
Bible,’’ he said. “They like the 
stories where the good people 
triumph over the bad.” 
Many of t h o s e Bible stories 
also are in the Koran, and they 
sound familiar to some of the 
150 or so villagers who crowd 
into the church on Sunday. 
Young p e o p l e come to his 
library located conveniently in 
a main street of the village. It 
is far better stocked than the 
1 library in the Soviet camp, but 
he would like more illustrated 
American magazines. 
The Soviet camp will contain 
a small hospital. The Methodists 
have been running a hospital at 
Zeouin also in the Kabylie coun­ 
try for more than 30 years. 
The Russians are expected to 
bring in machinery to show the 
villagers modern farming. That 
will make an impression, but so 
far the pastor is doing all right.

Vatican Radio, which beams it 
to nations around the world. 
Midnight mass in St. P eter’s 
Basilica, usually attended by the 
pontiff, is the highlight of the 
day. Romans, tourists and many 
Italians who come totheK ternal 
City for the event attend the 
solemn ceremony. 


At midnight the bells of the 
city ring out to mark the birth 
of Christ. And at noon on Christ­ 
mas Day, the Pope appears at 
his window o v e r l o o k i n g St. 
P eter’s Square to say a few 
words and give his blessing to 
the thousands who gather below. 
The late Pope John XXIII 
started what has already be­ 
come a tradition—papal visits 
outside the Vatican on Christ­ 
mas. 
In 1958, less than two 
months after his election, he 
left the Vatican to visit the 
bleak ceils of Rome’s biggest 
prison, where he said mass on 
a makeshift altar. 


He paid visits to children’s 
hospitals and other such insti­ 
tutions in later years. 
Pope Paul, during his first 
Christmas on the throne of Peter 
last year, continued the tradi­ 
tion set by his predecessor. On 
Christmas Day the pontiff went 
to a working class suburb of 
Rome, where he received the 
most enthusiastic reception of 
his pontificate so far. The smil­ 
ing leader of the world’s half a 
billion Catholics was presented 
with everything from flowers to 
a live lamb, which he held above 
his bead so the crowds could 
see. 
Before returning to the Vati­ 
can, he stopped to wade through 
mud and puddles left by heavy 
rains to visit a sick woman who 
had been confined to bed for 15 
years.

SAN FRANCISCO W — T h e 
news media play a vital role in 
the process of law enforcement 
and should not he restricted in 
coverage, the sheriff of 
San Joaquin County told the 
California Newspaper Publish­ 
ers Assn. yesterday. 
Sheriff Mike Canlis. members 
of a 
panel discussing "Free 
Press and the Law,” argued 
that detailed reporting of ar­ 
rests and court cases helps de­ 
ter crime 
Many potential criminals fear 
exposure in the press more than 
they do arrest and imprison­ 
ment. Canlis said. 
Another panel member, Jus­ 
tice Frank Bray of the State 
Court of Appeal, cited several 
cases in which convictions were 
overturned 
because 
a 
higher 
court found that news coverage 
had projudiced the public and 
made a fair trial impossible. 
Justice Bray said he opposes 
censorship of the news media, 
but cautioned that newspapers, 
radio and television must keep 
a tight rein on themselves to 


avoid interference 
with legal 
processes. 
Panelist Ed Montgomery, Pul­ 
itzer Prize-winning San Fran­ 
cisco police reporter, said un­ 
scrupulous 
attorneys 
are 
the 
biggest threat to accurate cov­ 
erage 
of criminal 
and 
legal 
news. 
Montgomery said such attor­ 
neys often try to use the press 
to prejudice the public before 
the trials of their clients. 
Ben Reddick, publisher of the 
San Fernando Valley Times and 
Hollywood Citizen-News, warn­

drinks and other favors by re­ 
porters "turns news hounds into 
lap dogs " 
Wishard B r o w n and Ray

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The Christmas Tree 
You Cut Yourself 


It Adds Its 
Special Joy 
To Holidays 


By DON KEO W N 


Cutting your own tree used 
to be as much a part of the 
American (Tiristmas tradition 
as sleigh bells and Santa Claus. 
And it’s a custom that still 
hasn't vanished in its entirety, 
although you now have to dis­ 
play selectivity as to where you 
chop your tree. 


The 
C60 - acre 
Bolinas 
Bay 
Christmas 
Tree 
Ranch 
two 
miles north of Stinson Beach 
on Highway 1 is one place where 
you can still practice the tra­ 
dition—for a price. 


T H ER E, approximately 2,000 
Christmas trees of various vari­ 
eties, some cultured, some nat­ 
ural forest timber, are available 
for cutting this year. The bulk 
are Douglas fir and Monterey 
and Bishop pines, but a total 
of 22 varieties including the 
spruces and true firs are avail­ 
able from which customers can 
make their selections. 
Dr. Malcolm Finley, a San 
Rafael psychiatrist, is superin­ 
tendent and co-owner of the 
tree plantation with his brother, 
Dr. Knox Finley, also a psychia­ 
trist and who has a home at 
Stinson Beach, and other mem­ 
bers of his family. 


The property was bought six 
years ago for investment pur­ 
poses. Previously, it had been 
leased for grazing. 
But Dr. 
Malcolm 
Finley 
noticed 
the 
handsome 
evergreen 
timber 
stands on portions of the land, 
and from that came the idea for 
a tree farm. 


NOVI N IN E acres are planted 
to cultured trees, while another 
400 acres hold natural stands. 
The remainder of the land is 
fenced 
off 
and 
continues 
to 
serve as grazing. 


Harold Frick, who serves the 
1 in leys as their tree ranch man­ 
ager, estimates that there are 
0.000 natural trees, all Douglas 
fir, on their way to maturity, 
with 600 of them ready for har­ 
vest this year. 
Some 45,000 transplanted seed-

lings are also growing on the 
farm, with about 1.400 of these, 
four to 12 feet tall, ready for 
cutting. 


Bolinas Bay Tree Ranch has 
been 
selling 
Christmas 
trees 
now for six years, starting with 
the natural trees. Last year the 
first 
of the trees 
planted as 
seedlings were cut—150 of them. 


“ NATURAL or cultured, the 
quality is about the same be­ 
cause we give them all just 
about 
the 
same 
attention,” 
Frick says. 


But those who prefer to cut 
a wild tree for their Christmas 
must demonstrate a certain de­ 
gree 
of rugged individualism, 
for these are located on the 
less accessible, hillier terrain 
of the ranch. 


Frick has been with the Fin­ 
leys now for three years, and 
prior 
to that was 
a nursery­ 
man, working for Sir Francis 
Drake Nursery in San Anselmo, 
where his brother, Andy Frick, 
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is a partner, and for other nur­ 
series in this area 


“ T R E E S 
A R E a 
relatively 
easy crop to grow,’’ he says. 
“ The trouble is that you have 
to wait so long for a crop.” 
The Bolinas Bay operation, he 
adds, is combining the princi­ 
ples of tree-growing as prac­ 
ticed by the forest service with 
the methods of agriculture. 
“ Ordinarily a tree might take 
10 to 15 years to reach a suit­ 
able growth,” he says. “ But we 
must do it in five or six years 
if we want to show a profit.” 
In another five years, Frick 
predicts, the tree ranch will be 
selling 10,000 trees a year regu­ 
larly. 
“ That is about what we figure 
to be the ultimate capacity of 
our operation,” he says. 


SA LES A R E now on a “ choose 
and cut" basis only. But in the 
future, as the productive ca­ 
pacity climbs, sales will prob­ 
ably also be made in larger 
quantities to tree lots, Frick 
says. 


December, Frick says, is his 
busiest month. 


Not only is it the month for 
sales, but it also falls in the 
heart of the November through 
March tree seedling planting 
season. 


“ Then we have to hire some 
seasonal help,” he says. Other­ 
wise, Frick carries on alone 
with the assistance of Dr. Fin­ 
ley and sometimes the doctor's 
young son, Allen. 
The Fricks live in housing on 
the tree ranch. 


TH E “ CULTURED ” trees are 
purchased as young seedlings 
a year or two old from whole­ 
sale growers, largely in Ore­ 
gon, and from California state 
nurseries. 


About 12,000 are bting added 
this year, arriving in lots of 
2,000 or 3,000. 


The seedlings, purchased bare- 
root, are placed in containers 
and kept on the tree farm in 
a special one-acre area for the 
next one or two years so that 
they can receive special care 


during 
tlicir 
critical 
growing 
period. 


Only then are they transplant­ 
ed into the fields, having at­ 
tained 
sufficient 
strength 
to 
fend for themselves 


“ I B IS (»IVES us trees of ex­ 
ceptional quality and a fast turn­ 
over of our field grown trees,” 
Frick explains. “ The container- 
grown seedlings can withstand 
the rigors of their new site such 
as rodent, deer and insect in­ 
festations.” 


This approach increases the 
survival rate for young seed­ 
lings from the usual 40 per cent 
to better than 90 per cent, Frick 
says. 


Field preparation, too. is im- 
portant, and includes discing

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and laying fallow for a year 
prior to planting. 
“ This eliminates rain run-off, 
discourages rodent activity and 
creates a healthy agricultural 
atmosphere where plants can 
thrive and grow to maturity 
without competition from other 
vegetation,” Frick says. “ And 
thus we decrease the growing 
time by several years." 


PRUNING IS another essen­ 
tial in successful Christmas tree 
horticulture. 
“ The symmetrical ideal is a 
70-degree slope from crown to 
ground," Frick says. “ However, 
in natural growth, conifers de­ 
velop 
habits 
of openness or 
closeness of whorls, length or 
heaviness of branches 
which 
cannot bo pruned or sheared to 
the desired ideal proportions. 
These vagaries are caused by 
year - to - year 
weather 
condi­ 
tions.” 
A natural stand tree will re­ 
quire from 10 to 15 years to 


reach a stature of six or seven 
feet in the natural forests of 
such states as Oregon and Wash­ 
ington and in Canada. 
Some 90 per cent of this 
state’s Christmas trees come 
from natural forests. Only one 
million of the four million trees 
sold annually in the state are 
California grown. And because 
of the winter snows in the more 
northern 
regions, 
most 
yule 
trees must be cut in September 
and early October and held in 
storage for later sale in Decem­ 
ber. 


H EN C E 
T IIE 
advantage, 
Frick says, of trees grown close 
to home, such as those at Bo­ 
lin as Bay. 
"The lapse in time between 
cutting and using a Christmas 
tree results in drying and drop­ 
ping of the needles and can 
create a fire hazard when lights 
are mounted upon dry foliage." 
“ It helps,” Frick continues, 
when trees are held in water- 
retaining standards or contain­ 


ers, but when 40 per cent or 
more of the moisture has trans­ 
pired. osmosis ceases and the 
tree can no longer absorb the 
water available to it.” 
Contrary 
to 
much 
opinion, 
California's 
overall 
climatic 
conditions are not ideal for nat­ 
ural forest growth particularly 
in the southern part of the state 
—and trees are found only in 
our most favorable locations, 
Frick declares. 


EVEN THEN such trees suf­ 
fer from lack of or inopportune 
moisture, and often reflect the 
ruggedness of their existence in 
a ragged, straggly appearance. 
Natural stand trees on the 
western slopes of the Bolinas 
Bay Ranch have been “ cul­ 
tured” to the extent of thinning 
of the stands, pruning of lateral 
branches and tips to maintain 
symmetry and the removal of 
brush to eliminate competition, 
so that the tree-seeker willing 
to undertake a half hour hike 
Continued on Page M6

and then park out his selected 
tree comes bark with a trophy 
comparable in appearance to 
the closer-to-the-road trees that 
have been cultured since their 
beginning. 
Conifers have their enemies, 
Frick says. 


OAK HOOT fungus is a par­ 
ticularly diabolical fungi that 
kills trees quickly without warn­ 
ing—“only a few days and the 
tree is dead.” 
The European coddling moth 
takes its toll by nesting in new 
terminal growth of pines, thus 


destroying the leader or lateral 
whorls. 
Spotted mites cause a brown­ 
ing of leaves as they suck from 
them the life blood They attack 
Monterey pines in particular, 
but arc found in other ever­ 
greens occasionally. 
Fortunately, the Bolinas Bay 
Tree Ranch has had only very 
limited experience with such 
pests to date. Frick, in main­ 
taining a vigilance for them, has 
the assistance of the Marin 
County agricultural commission­ 
er’s office, which makes inspec­ 
tions every three months, and 
which forwards to University of

RODKNTS 
A NO 
deer 
are 
more direct threats to the Bo* 
linas Bay trees. 
Rats and mice will girdle the 
bark from trees when other food 
is not available. Gophers feed 
on the root systems. Moles and 
shrews pass their labyrinth of 
underground tunnels through the 
feeding area of the tree roots, 
causing severance of the root 
system and too much aerora- 
tion so that moisture dissipates. 
Deer love to browse on the 
succulent growth of the Douglas 
fir, or to rub the velvet of their 
antlers against tree trunks. 
Jack rabbits t>reakfast on the 
leaves of spruce and seedling 
pines. 
Cottontails are fussier 
and choose only young bark, 
often girdling the cambium. 


FRICK AND Dr. Finley have 
used various commercial scents 
to discourage deer from visit­ 
ing their trees. 
"As for rabbits, about all you 
can do is shoot them,” Frick 
says. In controlling rabbits and 
rodents he lias the assistance 
of the rodent control man from 
the agricultural commissioner’s 
office. 
Visitors to the Bolinas Bay 
Tree Ranch sometimes bring 
along a picnic lunch and make 
a family outing of their tree- 
cutting expedition. 
They also sometimes bring 
along an axe. 


FRICK, 
however, 
furnishes 
them with a saw, to be used 
instead of the axe in felling their 
tree. 
It is a more efficient imple­ 
ment, and its use encourages 
less 
unnecessary 
destruction 
among the trees. 
Frick says that when some 
lower branches are left on the 
stump of the harvested tree, it 
is often possible to grow a new 
tree from that same trunk. 
“These trees require more at­ 
tention in pruning than does a 
new replacement tree in order 
to realize the desired Christmas 
tree shape,” he adds. 


DR. FINLEY, who has d«^ 
veloped a keen interest in and 
considerable knowledge of for­ 
estry, has been experimenting 
with the favored western Christ­ 
mas tree, the Pseudotsuga Doug­ 
las Fir, in an attempt to propa­ 
gate Christmas time cones from 
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natural 
“cone-hoi ding” 
speci­ 
mens. 
“ Imagine the (’hristmas tree, 
replete with natural cones,” says 
Frick. 
Despite the thousands of live 
Christmas trees growing in his 
“yard,” Frick will have a cut 
and decorated tree in his home. 
“ We wouldn't be without one,” 
he says. 


AND WHAT kind of a tree is 
his favorite for the yuletide? 


“The Douglas fir is my per 
sonal choice,” In* says. “ I go 
up into the mountains and cut 
down one of our wild ones and 
bring it back They just seem the 
nicest to me,” 
And then he adds: “ But of 
course, it is all a m atter of per­ 
sonal preference. Everyone has 
his own idea as to which Is the 
best Christmas tree. And after 
all, 1 guess it is the spirit, not 
the variety of the tree, Uiat 
counts the most.”

Quentin Prison Story 


Turmoil And Bloodshed 
Marked The Early Years 


The San 


(Editor’s Note: This is the 
second in a series of articles 
written by Independent-Jour- 
nal Historian Florence Don­ 
nelly on the history of San 
Quentin State Prison. 
I,ast 
week’s article covered that 
period which began with the 
convicts housed in a prison 
ship 
off 
Marin's 
shoreline, 
through the construction of the 
first prison buildings on San 
Quentin Point, the period dur­ 
ing which the operation of the 
prison and use of the convicts 
was “ let” to individuals on a 
contract basis, and the final 
assumption of state control of 
the actual administration of 
the prison in 1861.)

The state continued to award 
contracts for the use of prison 
labor. 
The 
more 
skilled 
convicts 
made furniture, tanned hides 
and manufactured harnesses and 
shoes. 
The less skilled men were 


sent to work on the rock pile, 
breaking boulders 
into small 
rocks. 
Still, there was not enough 
work for everyone. Sometimes 
more than 200 idle convicts loaf­ 
ed in the prison yard. At the 
slightest alarm, they were lock­ 
ed in their cells night and day. 


THE PRISON population had 
grown steadily, and although 
two new cell blocks, parallel to 
“ the Stones,” and a third story 
on that building had been con­ 
structed, San Quentin was dan­ 
gerously overcrowded. The only 
segregation was by races, and 
of boys 18 and younger. 
Gradually, there developed an 
effort at prison reform. When 
Jam es A. Johnson, as lieutenant 
governor, was at the prison in 
1877, he pronounced these lofty 
ideals. “ We treat all with kind­ 


ness and even courtesy.” 
But this came from a man 
who had appointed a guard to 
act as flogger at an increase of 
pay of $25 a month. 


A BILL was passed in the 
State Legislature giving con­ 
victs credit for good behavior. 
Prison directors were required 
to deduct five days from sen­ 
tences for every month of good 
conduct. 
When a man left the prison, 
he was outfitted in a prison- 
made suit and given $3 in cash 
with which to begin his new life. 
Life within the walls contin­ 
ued very much as it had before. 
Officers 
and 
guards 
allowed 
favored convicts special privi­ 
leges. Food and luxuries could 
be bought by those who had the 
money. 
The Chinese had opium smug­ 


gled in to them, and enjoyed a 
merciful interlude when they 
could dream of their native land. 


A ROOM was set aside in a 
prison factory for a chapel, and 
there 
ministers 
of 
different 
faiths preached their gospel to 
those 
who 
wished 
to listen. 
After services, the room be­ 
came a school where convicts 
were taught by their better edu­ 
cated fellow prisoners, learning 
the three R’s, gram m ar, geog­ 
raphy and some languages. With 
support from church groups and 
public-spirited citizens, a small 
library was set up. 
The prisoners were fortunate, 
too, in that they had several 
splendid doctors. 
We mentioned in last week's 
article Dr. Taliaferro. 
Another was Dr. J. D. B. Still­ 
man, a humane man, who strug­ 
gled to get help for the insane 
convicts. Prisoners whose minds 
became unbalanced by the rig­ 
ors of the prison were confined 
to a cell in what was known as 
“ Crazy Alley.” If they became 
violent they were put in a dun­ 
geon. 
Dr. Stillman discovered in the 
1860s that it was useless to send 
insane convicts to Napa, Stock­ 
ton and Agnew state hospitals.

San Quentin In the same condi­ 
tion as they had been before. 


AFTER DR. 
Taliaferro re­ 
turned to San Quentin in 1869, 
he found the sam e inhumane 
practice still going on as before 
and recommended that proper 
provision be made for the insane 
convicts. The California Medical 
Society also protested the condi­ 
tions at San Quentin, but nothing 
was accomplished until years 
later. 
With Leland Stanford as gov­ 
ernor 
of 
California, 
another 
bloody era at San Quentin be­ 
gan. 
Stanford, Lt. Gov. John F. 
Chellis and Secretary of State 
William H. Weeks took over du­ 
ties as prison directors on Jan. 
18, 1862. 
Chellis was resident 
director and later suspended W. 
E. Robinson, the warden. 
After the convicts had their 
noon meal on July 22, 1862, and 
while Chellis was relaxing in 
the warden’s office, the keeper 
of the rear gate opened it wide 
so the brickyard crew could go 
back to work. Ten men, who 
had just been counted through 
the gate, broke out of line. Un­ 
der cover of the walls they ran 
for the main gate and the ward­ 
en’s office. 
Chellis saw the convicts com­ 
ing, ran into his bedroom and

forked the door. In a matter of 
minutes, the convicts smashed 
down the door and forced Chel- 
lis out. He was dragged to the 
outer gate and forced to order 
the gatekeeper to deliver the key 
to the convicts. 


THE K E E P E K refused and 
the convicts beat him up and 
took the key. They smashed the 
inner gate with an iron bar and 
freed all the convicts who want­ 
ed to join them. That meant just 
about everyone. 
Convicts ran out of the shops 
arm<*d with the tools of their 
trades or with shivs (prison- 
made knives). 
Thomas Watson, gunner at 
Post 5, turned his nine-pounder 
cannon, loaded with shot, on the 
fleeing convicts, but (hellis, 
forced to the front by the c»>n- 
victs, cried: “ Don’t shoot." 
The maddened convicts grab­ 
bed Watson, threw him down 
the steep hillside and tumbled 
the cannon after him. 


FOOT AND horse guards man­ 
aged to round up some of the 
convicts who were straggling 
behind the leaders of the revolt, 
but the main body, with Chellis 
forced into the lead, forged 
along Corte Madera Creek with 
the slopes of Mount Tamalpais 
as their goal. 
When a guard 
raced to San Rafael to tell of 
the break, men there armed 
themselves to defend their fami­ 
lies and pro|>crty. Sheriff V. I). 
Doub led a small posse toward 
Corte Madera. 
Tlie news was telegraphed to 
Governor 
Stanford 
and 
San 
Francisco police. Troops from 
the San Francisco Presidio and 
a posse of mounted San Fran­ 
ciscans joined in the pursuit of 
the convicts, who, in the mean­ 
time, had ransacked houses as 
they went along, taking any­ 
thing which appealed to them 
and smashing furniture. 
Kenneth Lamott wrote that it 
was at Ross Landing the con­ 
victs met their Waterloo. 


THEY 
HAD pulled Chellis 
across the slough. The high tide 
from the bay brought the water 
up to his face. When Chellis and 
the convicts clambered up the 
bank, a high fence confronted 
them. The convicts tried to force 
Chellis to climb over it, but the 
exhausted 
man 
refused. 
No 
amount of shoving or pulling 
could get him over the barrier. 
Finally he fell to the ground and 
the convicts left him there. 
With the loss of their hostage, 
the convicts also lost their last 
chance for freedom. The guards 
and the sheriff’s posse moved in 
and fired on the fleeing con­ 
victs. Sheriff Doub sent back to 
San Rafael for more men and 
nearly 200 armed volunteers ar­ 
rived. The .convicts, who had 
fled into the hills, were gunned 
down. 
Four convicts were killed, 
tliree more died of tlieir wounds, 
32 survived. 


TH E DUNGEON was filled to 
capacity. Rut that did not silence 
the convicts or the press. 
With the exception of Watson 
aod a few guards, the others 


were branded as cowards. Con­ 
victs jeered them and threaten­ 
ed to make another break. As a 
result many guards resigned. 
Chellis, who had cut such a 
pitiful figure, was replaced by 
T. N. Machin. 
By 1865, the convicts were in 
uniform. The prison issue was a 
shapeless suit of gray and black 
stripes made in the prison tailor 
shop. 
The convicts refused to wear 
the caps and donned felt civilian 
hats which they got in trades in 
the prison. 


A MAJOR step forward was 
‘aken when the State IiCgisla- 
ture on April 15, 1879, placed the 
prison under the control of a 
five - member board of state 
prison directors, who were to 
appoint a warden and a clerk. 
Contract 
prison 
labor 
was 
abolished. The convicts were to 
work only for the state. 
Also coming as a relief to the 
crowded condition at San Quen­ 
tin was the establishment of 
another state prison, at Folsom, 
near Sacramento. 
It was Warden J. P. Ames 
who proposed that a jute fac­ 
tory be built at .San Quentin. 
In 1880 the prison board con­ 
tracted for 100 jute looms to be 
bought in Liverpool, England, at 
$1,000 each. Tons of jute were 
bought in Calcutta and before 
long tlie prison was in business 
—big business. The wheat farm­ 
ers bought the grain sacks, 
called gunny sacks, and Cali­ 
fornia’s labor had no cause for 
complaint. 
No one wanted to work in a 
jute mill, not even the convicts. 


THE N EW SPAPERS contin­ 
ued to report scandalous con­ 
duct in the prison, told of con­ 
victs allowed to visit the three 
saloons, only a few yards from 
the prison walls, and said the

warden was frequently drunk. 
When George Stoneman be­ 
came governor of California in 
1883, there was an immediate 
move to oust Ames. He held on 
until October of that year when 
he 
was 
succeeded 
by 
Paul 
Shirley. 
However imperfect Ames and 
his administration might have 
been, he had contributed to eco­ 
nomic progress at the prison. 
The jute mill, which continued 
to grow over the years, pro­ 
duced revenue. He had induced 
the prison board to buy 50 more 
acres of clay land and reopened 
the brickyard. 
The convicts had built the jute 
mill with prison bricks and also 
put up a new brick wall, cement­ 
ing over the old wall to keep it 


from falling down, and built a 
guardhouse in which were the 
living quarters of the bachelor 
officers and guards and the offi­ 
cers* and guards' mess. 
Ames also had the interior of 
the cells repainted and con­ 
tracted with the San Rafael Gas 
Co. to supply illuminating gas 
to the prison. 


H E HAI) only one convict 
flogged while warden, although 
there was frequent punishment 
by putting convicts in the dun­ 
geons to subsist on a diet of 
bread and water. 
Ames 
had 
uniformed 
the 
guards. The blue uniforms with 
brass buttons had a military 
effect and guards were required 
to take drill and rifle practice. 
When Shirley’s term expired 
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in 1887, Brig. Gen. John Mc- 
Comb, who had been warden at 
Folsom, was appointed warden 
at San Quentin. 
The wardenship at San Quen­ 
tin was a political plum for 
many years. It was tossed back 
and forth as one or the other 
political party was in power. 
When McComb resigned in 
1891, he had established two 
permanent systems: One was 
beneficial — the lighting of the 
prison and grounds by electric­ 
ity. The other, the “ con-boss” 
set up, which McComb had de­ 
veloped at Folsom, plagued the 
prison for many years. The con- 
boss achieved authority because 
it was believed the hardened 
criminal could get the most 
work out of his fellow inmates. 
The boss was given special privi­ 
leges and came out best in 
prison trades. 


W ILLIAM E. Hale, former 
sheriff of Alameda County, suc­ 
ceeded McComb. 
The food at the prison was 
consistently bad and in the din 
of the jute mill the convicts 


voiced their grievances, plotted 
escapes and riots. The guards 
could not hear the men talking 
in monotones. 
One 
of the 
most 
horrible 
events at the prison, which had 
many of them, occurred in 1897. 
The convicts mutinied after 
their committee appeared be­ 
fore the prison board and was 
promised that the quality of the 
food would be improved, mush 
would he served at breakfast 
and there would be regular serv­ 
ings of fresh fruit. When the 
promises were not fulfilled, a 
full-scale riot developed. 
The duped convicts, after lock­ 
up, began to hammer on the 
steel doors of their cells, and 
to scream and howl. 
Hale had 70 men crammed 
into the 14 dungeon cells and 
borrowed 100 rifles from the 
armory in San Rafael. He hired 
extra guards and Gatling guns 
were aimed on the cells and 
dungeons. Newspaper reporters, 
families of the guards and the 
alarmed residents in the vicin­ 
ity of the prison scrambled up 
the hillsides to see what was 


going on behind the walls. 


HALE O RDERED the cells 
opened, the bunks, bedding and 
other meager furnishings taken 
out. The ration of bread and 
water for the men in the dun 
geons was reduced, but still the 
uproar continued. Every time 
Hale appeared he was driven 
back by obscene screams. The 
directors discussed methods of 
overcoming the rebellion. They 
decided against floggings and 
tricing up by the thumbs and 
agreed on the “ water cure.” 
The leaders of the riot were 
stripped of their clothes and 
forced back into their cells. The 
nozzle of the fire hose was put 
into the hole on the cell door 
and the water turned on at full 
pressure. Nearly drowned and 
freezing, 
the 
convicts 
were 
silenced. 
Hale released only 50 of the 
rioters. The others, naked and 
cold, were kept in their cells on 
a diet of bread and water for 
more than a week. 
• This brutality resulted in a 
desperate prison population.

W hat's more, they are out to 
help their entire community. 
They help themselves through 
an informal Mill Valley Youth 
Council-sparked emplo y m e n t 
service that found 200 gardening 
«and construction jobs for teen­ 
age boys in 1904, and through a 
training program in mechanical 
skills in which 20 boys under 16 
are currently enrolled. 


THEY HELP their community 
by raising funds and donating 
labor for the new Mill Valley 
Jiecreation Center on the Proj- 
est 17 grounds on Camino Alto. 
Working under the direction of 
Recco and its chairm an, Bill 
Woods, the boys have already 
contributed 260 hours of labor 
in prelim inary preparations for 
the remodeling of the former

Colonel’s Ranch Wagon restau­ 
rant building into a community 
recreation center and youth can­ 
teen. 


Once plans are completed, the 
boys, and their adult colleagues, 
will be devoting their weekends 
to the remodeling of the center 
building. Prelim inary plans have 
already won approval. 


WE EXPECT to be going at 
it full force in about 30 days,” 
says Jack Benjamin, co-chair­ 
man of the Mill Valley Youth 
Council’s advisory group with 
Jack Mize and head of the 
Southern Marin Boys’ Clubs that 
are affiliated with the council. 


When completed, along with 
the other facilities already avail­ 
able at Project 17 under Recco 
auspices, and the nearby Mill 
Valley Yacht Harbor, “ we fig­ 


ure to have just about the 
finest and most complete recre­ 
ational center in Northern Cali­ 
fornia,” Benjamin says. 
A m ajor fund-raising event for 
the recreation 
center project 
conducted by the youths and 
their leaders is the Christmas 
tree sale, initiated in 1962 by 
the Southern Marin Boys’ Club. 
This year’s tree sale is under 
way at 510 Miller Avenue, Mill 
Valley, under auspices of the 
Mill Valley Youth Council, while 
the .Southern Marin Boys’ Club 
is operating a lot for the benefit 
of the mechanical training pro- 
g r a m at 5820 Paradise Drive 
across Highway 101 f r o m the 
Corte Madera Shopping Center. 


THE YOUTH council has also 
sponsored dances, held a barbe­ 
cue and sold light bulbs as fund­ 
raising projects. 


The dances alone raised $2,- 
100 for t h e recreation center 
project. 
The training classes in m e­ 
chanical skills meet weekends at 
the Big 4 Rent Equipment in 
Corte Madera, where the neces­ 
sary tools are available a n d 
w h e r e volunteer professional 
craftsm en donate their services 
as teachers. 


“ The emphasis is upon the 
extremely practical mechanical 
skills, and to supplement the 
shop training the boys receive 
in schools,” Benjamin says. 


Right now, all the boys are 
from the Mill Valley-Sausalito 
area. But the y o u t h council 
leaders hope to offer training to 
Corte Madera teen-agers as well 
this spring. 


BENJAMIN says the advisory 


group to the council also has 
hopes that ultimately 
it can 
sponsor a home study program , 
providing tutoring for students 
in need of such assistance. 
The job finding efforts for the 
youths has covered both full and 
part-time positions. 


“ We hope eventually to be 
able to be of special help to 
school drop-outs who have a 
particular problem in finding 
jobs,” Benjamin says. 


M o s t of the gardening and 
construction jobs the youth coun­ 
cil has turned up are the result 
of contacts with equipment rent­ 
al concerns. 


THE MILL Valley Youth Coun­ 
cil is a recent addition to the 
Southern Marin civic r a n k s , 
formed earlier this year to (1) 
coordinate the area’s y o u t h 


groups and activities; and (2) 
to lend assistance to Recco in 
that group’s efforts to further 
develop Project 17 as a recrea­ 
tional center and especially to 
help fill the need for a teen­ 
age canteen t h a t could also 
serve as a recreational and civic 
building for all age groups in 
the area. 
The youth council began with 
the Southern Marin Boys’ Clubs 
units as its original affiliates. 
More recently, three o t h e r 
groups, th e “ Satan’s Chauf­ 
feurs, 
Hie Group” from the 
Hi-Y and “The What’s” from the 
Tri-Y, have joined the roster. 
All this, Benjamin notes with 
satisfaction, means more will­ 
ing hands to push that Mill 
Valley Recreation Center t o 
completion. 
Serving with co-chairmen Ben­ 
jamin and Mize on the Mill Val- 
ley Y o u t h Council’s advisory 
group are Mr. and Mrs. John 
Finn III. Mr. and Mrs. Bob Rob­ 
inson, Frank Kean, Jack Young, 
Gary Woodmansee and Charles 
Bradley.

The Warren Commission’s 
finding was that John F. Ken­ 
nedy was assassinated by Lee 
Harvey Oswald, who was acting 
as a “ lone wolf" killer from ob­ 
scure motives that were quite 
possibly irrational. 
Political w r ite r Thomas G. 
Buchanan rejects the Warren 
Commission's reconstruction and 
offers one of his own: 
That Kennedy was the victim 
of a rightwing conspiracy, sup­ 
ported by o il and defense in­ 
dustry m oney interests. That 
th ere was not one but two

marksmen who fired at the pres­ 
ident. one of them quite possibly 
being Jack Ruby. That some 
members of the Dallas police 
force were active participants in 
the plot. And that Oswald’s role, 
at most, was that of a pawn who 
furnished one of the guns. 
Buchanan’s theory is the out­ 
come of his assignment by the 
French weekly, L ’Express, to 
come to D a lla s from Paris, 
where he now resides, and cover 
the trial of Jack Ruby for the 
murder of Oswald. The result 
was not only a series of articles 
for L’Express, but also a book, 
“ Who K ille d Kennedy,” that 
has been published in 19 dif­ 
ferent countries and has created 
a considerable stir, especially in 
Europe. 
A reading of the Buchanan 
book without resorting to a re­ 
reading of the Warren Commis­ 
sion report for “ rebuttal” mate­ 
rial makes the Buchanan theory 
seem quite plausible. But when 
both are read and thoughtfully 
evaluated. Buchanan's version

of what occurred that dark day 
of Nov. 22. 196:1, in Dallas be­ 
comes at best an “ unlikely pos­ 
sibility,” and the Warren Com­ 
mission findings at worst a 
“ likely probability.” 
Buchanan's case 
is based 
largely upon the contention that 
the Warren Commission l e f t 
some questions unanswered, or 
that there is evidence contradic­ 
tory to some of the answers it 
does supply. Indeed, this is so. 
But such a situation will hardly 
come as a surprise to any vet­ 
eran police reporter who knows 
that neat, all-encompassing so­ 
lutions to complex cases are 
confined largely to the closing 
chapters of our mystery novels. 
Quite often Buchanan’s cita­ 
tions can be traced to conflict­ 
ing statements by witnesses, no­ 
toriously fallible in any case and 
particularly so in instances of 
such emotional impact; in debat­ 
able interpretations of the more 
concrete evidence: or in the un­ 
fortunate propensity the Dallas 
authorities 
demonstrated 
for 
jumping to conclusions and issu­ 
ing too hasty pronouncements 
that later proved erroneous. 
Buchanan insists, too, that ra­ 
tional explanations be reached 
for the conduct of a man who 
might not have been acting ra­ 
tionally at all or at times. 
Goser study shows that the 
heart of the Warren Commission 
findings consists of hard kernel 
factual evidence that cannot be 
disregarded or discounted. The 
more substantial, the more de­ 
liberately assembled evidence

supports the Warren support; 
the more tenuous, the more sub­ 
ject to human error makes up 
the shaky foundation of the Bu­ 
chanan thesis. 
Finally, the Buchanan book 
would seem to require the par­ 
ticipation of or an ama/ing 
blindness on the part of the War­ 
ren Commission to a gigantic 
cover-up conspiracy. But the 
towering integrity of Justice 
Warren alone should suffice to 
reassure most of us on this 
count. And even those right­ 
wingers who would substitute a 
leftist plot for Buchanan's right­ 
ist conspiracy must have diffi­ 
culty explaining the signature of 
such as Sen. Richard Russell 
that is affixed to the commis­ 
sion report. 
The conclusions of the Warren 
Commission should not be con­ 
fused with a jury verdict, ren­ 
dered after a live defendant and 
his counsel have had due proc­ 
ess includmg the opportunity to 
question witnesses, testify and 
argue to a jury. But it is appar­ 
ent that the commission did a 
generally creditable job with a 
most difficult assignment. And 
that its reconstruction of the 
crime is. despite some gaps, in­ 
finitely more convincing, if less 
sensational, than the alternative 
offered by Buchanan.

Communist bigwigs are the 
victims of a series of kidnap- 
ings. British agent Hambledon 
isn’t concerned until a particular 
Russian diplomat, one who has 
demonstrated an unusual pro­ 
pensity for accord with the 
West, is snatched. Then Tommy 


is assigned to rescue tin* Rus­ 
sian, and he enlists happy-go- 
lucky colleagues Forgan and 
Campbell for the mission that 
begins in France and ends in 
Spain. 
There was a time when a 
Hambledon adventure was just 
about tops in the spy thriller 
field. But reading tastes change. 
And now, in a time when real­ 
ism is stressed, “ A Knife For 
the Juggler” seems a bit too 
outlandish, and its humor obvi­ 
ous and forced. Still, there must 
be a great many Tommy Ham- 
ledon fans around who will wel­ 
come this opportunity to re- 
s u m e their acquaintanceship 
with this relaxed exponent of 
modern day derring-do.

Helm’s biography of a hurri­

Helm is at his most gripping 
when he describes the storm off 
the southern U. S. coast, its 
power, its characteristics and its 
course. 
There are strong reportorial 
passages as he describes the 
work of the hurricane hunters 
and the weather bureau’s storm 
tracking methods. 
Less powerful arc the multiple 
sketches of the lives of those 
affected by the storm. In an 
apparent effort to gain scope, 
Helm scatters his shots among 
a score of characters, thereby 
losing depth in all except one 
incident. 
Unfortunately, the one episode 
he gives considerable space was 
more suited to a crime story, 
and did little for the essential 
tale of the sea, except to make 
it a little hokey. 


Sea Adventures

The adventures of sailor All­ 
card and his 36-foot ketch Sea 
Wanderer make fine reading in 
this informal account.

Brennan, a writer who has 
done a good deal of archeologi­ 
cal digging himself, tries to em­ 
brace a vast field of the science 
in this book.

through the mandarin red and 
gold paint she uses to color 
them. 
And while she works mostly 


with subdued shades, she will 
often 
accent her work 
with 
brightly colored artificial fruits 
and berries. 
The rugged durability of her 
designs appeal to men who de­ 
scribe them as “ pretty, but 
handsome.” 


IN THE beginning, Mrs. Hjort 
was a determined novice who 
felt she could become vety 
much at home in the decoration 
field. Now, although she is an 
experience expert who often 
helps newer members of the 
Decorations Guild, she still ap­ 
preciates constructive criticism 
of her own work. 
Her own suggestions» like her 
wreaths and other decorations,

often reflect the multiplicity of 
countries that make up her 
background. 
The fourth child of Andre and 
Marie Posno, she was bom at 
the naval base of Surabaja on 
Java. Her father, a Dutch army 
officer, had requested duty in 
the Dutch East Indies where the 
Atjeh War was in progress on 
Sumatra. The mother was the 
daughter of an army officer. 


THE FAM ILY, which included 
five children, all born in differ­ 
ent places, and a retinue of 
servants, was constantly on the 
move during the father’s years 
in service. And after his retire­ 
ment, he was called back to the 
East Indies to organize a police 
force of 200,000 men to quell 
rebellions in the outlying dis­ 
tricts. 
Sigge Hjort, a young Swedish 
structural engineer, applied to 
the Dutch government for a job 
and was sent to Java to design 
bridges. His path crossed with 
that of Helene Posno in Batavia 
(now Djakarta, capital of Indo­ 
nesia), and, to the consternation 
of her parents, she married the 
"foreigner.” 
Their travels then took the 
Hjorts through the Dutch East 
Indies, Bali, Borneo, all the 
Philippine Islands, China, Ja ­ 
pan, Hawaii, and, finally in 
1926, the United States. 


THEY ARRIVED in San Fran­ 
cisco in the early morning, and 
promptly fell in love with the 
city with its steep hills. Sigge 
Hjort sent a telegram to Sweden 
notifying kin that he and his 
wife 
were 
not 
returning 
to 
Europe. 
Sigge went to work for South­ 
ern Pacific, and Helene became 
a housewife in their apartment 
home. Accustomed to servants, 
she was inexperienced in house­ 
keeping, but Sigge, while in the 
Swedish army, had mastered 
cooking, ironing and darning 
socks, and he served as his 
bride’s tutor. 
A year after their arrival in 
the U.S., they applied for Amer­ 
ican citizenship. 


FRIEN D S took them to the 
top of Mount Tamalpais, and 
from there Helene pointed to the 
San Anselmo area as the place 
she wanted to live. 
Their first Marin home was 
on Shady Lane in Ross. There 
they became active in the Ross 
Valley 
Players, 
and 
in 
the 
hobby of photography. T h e y 
built a home, then sold it and 
bought another on Winding Way. 
It was there that Sigge died. 
Nine years later she moved to 
her present home on North 
Road in Ross. 
The house contains many of 
the pieces of furniture and ob­ 


jects of art the Hjorts collected 
on their world travels, thus giv­ 
ing the home with the tradition­ 
al Dutch door and the Dutch 
paintings the same "basically 
Dutch, yet international” feeling 
reflected 
in 
Helene’s holiday 
decorations. 


SINCE H ER husband's death, 
Helene Hjort has been active in 
the Guide Dogs for the Blind 
program, as well as in the Dec­ 
orations Guild. Every Thursday 
she works at the Guide Dogs 
center in h i g h l y specialized 
work she describes as "puppy 
tester" and "puppy socializer” 
— assignments that require an

The Cyclamen Shines 
As A Winter Plant

specimen in any season, but of­ 
fering its blooms in the winter 
season makes cyclamen stand 
out like a lantern . . . a lovely 
fairy lantern that shines from 
the last days of fall well i n t o 
spring. 
The most popular cyclamen 
grown in California Is the long- 
stemmed Florists’ Cyclamen, a 
many shaded beauty. 


YOU CAN buy cyclamen in 
pots already in bloom or in flats 
of seedlings that are about ready 
to bloom The potted plants may 
simply be sunk in the ground, or 
you may remove the plants and 
set them out in the garden. 
Cyclamen are available in sev­ 
eral shades of red, pink and 
white or in combinations of pink 
and white. The distinguishing 
feature of all are the reflexed 
petals, which turn back l i k e 
shooting stars from the center 
of the bloom. These give the 
cyclamen its charm Were the 
blooms of normal shape, t h e y 
would not have half the appeal 
that they do. 
Like Tuberous Regonias, cyc­ 
lamen bloom from a tuberous 
root. This can be ripened off, 
like the begonia when it finishes 
bloom, and saved for another 
year. However, many cyclamen 
enthusiasts prefer planting new 
seedlings every year. 


CULTURALLY, cyclamen have 
the same preferences for rich, 
loose soil and ample fertilizer 
that the begonia has. If you pot 


them use a mixture of leaf mold 
and sandy loam in equal parts 
If you grow them in the ground, 
mix a few trowels full of leaf 
mold around 
each 
plant. 
In 
either case, be sure not to bury 
the crown. 
Feed the blooming plants with 
any recommended fish fertilizer. 
Nurserymen recommend t h a t 
this be done every three or four 
weeks through the winter. Water 
them only if rains fail. 
Drainage is important, so be 
sure not to plant them in poorly 
drained areas. It’s a good idea 
when sinking pots in the ground 
to put gravel under each one for 
better drainage. 


CYCI.AMEN are also excel­ 
lent choices for the window gar­ 
dener. They do well inside, (iive 
them a well lighted window in a 
room that is not overheated. 
Treat them indoors as you would 
out in the garden, that is, w i t h 
monthly feedings and plenty of 
water. It’s a good idea to air 
house-grown cyclamen in tlie 
open every so often. Wash the 
leaves with a fine mist spray. 
Ihe bloom season of a Flor­ 
ists’ 
Cyclamen 
is 
amazing. 
Plants 
have 
been 
known 
to 
bloom from August of one year 
until 
April of 
the 
following. 
Right now you couldn’t s t a r t 
early enough to equal that, but 
your November December plant­ 
ed cyclamen should still s h o w 
color when spring arrives. 
When using them in the gar­ 
den try thinking of them as win­ 
ter blooming begonias. Nursery­ 
men suggest that it is not a bad 
idea, in fact, to replace faded 
begonias with cyclamen. 


GARDENERS CHECKLIST 


Here is the Marin gardener’s 
checklist for the coming week: 
Make a second planting of 
ranunculus and anemones. 
Stagger ed plantings will 
lengthen th e bloom season 
next spring. 
^ Winter stocks reed good 
drainage. Be sure you don’t 
plant them in a garden low 
spot. 
j ^ L i f t and divide perennials 
such as phlox and primroses. 
P l a n t new perennial seed­ 
lings. 
jX You can get a lot of mileage 
from such lesser known bulbs 
as hyacinth and muscari. 
Plant them in drifts or groups 
for the best effect. 


Prune last season’s fruiting 
canes from berry bushes and 
train new g r o w t h on the 
trellis.

the l i g h t cords for frayed oi 
worn spots in the insulation 
turning off the tree lights whei 
you leave the house, and keep 
ing a fire extinguisher w h e n 
it can be reached e a s i l y an< 
quickly in case it is needed.
